_ tural production, industrial manufacturing, er commerce in its wholesale 
and retail departments. Present systems and methods are confusing, com- 
plicated and generally unsettling, and constitute a discouragement to enter- 
_ prise, initiative and increased production. 
_ thing simple, inexpensive in operation, yet withal capable of producing 
large revenue to meet’ the pressing needs of the nation. Such a system is 
to be found, we believe, in. the removal of the present taxation levies on 
business profits, and the introduction of a general and uniform tax on all 
business turnovers—that is, a smal? tax on gross sales in all lines of busi- 
fess activity. 

[f the Federal Government will take this step, then all business will 

know exactly where it stands and can proceed to work out permanent poll- 
cles with a view fo expansion and increased production, thus reducing and 
‘gradually. eliminating unemployment, increasing the purchasing power of the 
country to absorb the larger volume of commodities produced, and at the 
same time bringing about a réduction in prices which will place such com- 
todities within reach of a much larger number of people. 
«~ Lt should be clear to all people, and especially to Governments, that the 
secret of national prosperity is to be found in well balanced industry. That 
is, that the production of every branch of industry in which people are en- 
@eged shall be in proportion to the wants and buying power of the people 
iy, all their other occupations, In other words, a national balance between 
eccupations in which people are engaged must be found and maintained. 

An expert on economics in the United States sets forth the situation 
quite clearly when he says that the number of pcople that can be employed 
in any industry depends upon the amount of the products that can be sold, 
and that depends upon the price which the consumers have to pay for them. 
For any, commodity there is at any given time a certain price which will 
secure a larger net result to the produccra than any other price, That 
is to say, if the prite be lowered the additional distribution will not com- 
péMsate for the sacrifice, and'on the other hand, {f the price be raised the 
foss of distribution will exceed the gain im price. For example, there is 
point where railway freight rates will produce a maximum of revenue, but, 
increased beyond that figure the rates charged operate to decrease the 
volume of freight carried so that the higher charges actually mean leas 
revenue! ssec : 

It must be borne in ‘tind that everything that is offered for sale, 
whether it be an article of goods or the services of an individual or corpora- 
tion is in competition, not only with like goods or service, but with all 
the multitude of attractions that are appealing to every consumer, Under 
these conditions tt is folly on the part of an individual or group of individ- 
uals to think that he or they have it in their power to arbitrarily fix wages 
and prices for themselvea.~ They may have the power to fix, and even 
maintain, wages, rates and prices, but they cannot escape the effect it will 
have upon employment or upon sales. 

A striking example of the truth of this statement was shown in New 
York City last fall. | The printers there wanted more wages and a board 
of arbitration awarded it to them, without, apparently, taking into consider- 
ation the state of the printing business and its relation to the general busi- 
tiess situation. The result was that the wage increase, by increasing the 
cost of printing at a time when the public had less money to spend for print- 
ing, aggravated the situation, resulted in such # substantial decrease in work 
that hundreds of men were laid off, and the actual amount paid in wages 
was smaller and not larger than before the increase was made. 

That illustrates the whole situation, It is shortsighted to be always 
thinking that wages are fixed by simply an agreement between employer 
and employee, and that the employer can either pay it out of his owa 
pocket or pass it on to the consumer. If the consumer cannot pay, the 
employer will not fong be able to do so, and unemployment is the inevit- 
able result. There is a relationship between industry and all the other in- 
dustries which must be taken into account and maintained, 

There is also an equilibrium, a natura! balance, which must be main- 
tained between the occupations in which people are engaged. That balance 
must be sustained in order that the products or eervices of each group may 
be absorbed by all the other groups. When the balance is lost, unemploy- 
ment results and continues until a redistribution is worked out, so that again 
everybody is at work and all the’ products are absorbed, either at home or 
abroad, a staté whidicl.we calk prosperity. 

The co-operative efforts of all “orgarilzations and individuals must be 
directed towarda finding that equilibrium in occupations, in wages, in pro- 
duction, in order that prosperity may be established. It can only be ac- 
complished by concession and compromise on the part of both Capital and 
Labor, employer and employee

Sunflowers Increase 
Profits of Dairies 


Reports Tend to Indicate that New 
Fodder Destined to Become a 
Standard Crop, 

Now that winter feeding of stock 
is almost finished, reports on the re- 
sults of sunflower feed dre coming in 
from many sources, and all tend to 
indicate that this new fodder is des- 
tined to become a standard crop in 
the western provinces, It seems that 
practically everybody who has experi- 
mented with a few acres of sunflowers 
is going to at least double the acre 
age this year and silos will be spring 
ing up in every district throughout 
the west. 

A typical example of what this sil- 
age means to the dairy farmer is giv- 
en by Bert Tiffin, of Lethbridge, Al- 
berta, For the purpose of compari- 
son it may be mentioned that in De- 
cember, January and February, 1919, 
his cows produced milk to the value 
of $1,128.93, 

Last year 


Mr, Tiffin planted five 
acres to sunflowers and from the 
same number of cows he got milk 
that brought him $1,648.04, an increase 
of $519.11, His silo cost less than 
$500, Previously he needed all his 
quarter section to supply feed to his 
herd but his sunflower yield was so 
large that he has been able to spare 
fifty tons of alfalfa, worth about $700, 
for the market, so that even with the 
expenses of his silo he will have a 
net cash surplus of more than $700, 
Adding in the value of his silo he has 
found that the sunflower fodder has 
meant more than $1,200 increased rev 
enue to him, 

W. P. Hoff, a sunflower enthusiast 
who is the dairy business fairly 
extensively near Edmonton, recently 
had an opportunity of testing the 
feeding of sunflower ensilage 
over green feed and hay for dairy cat- 
tle. Last fall he put up somewhat 
over two hundred tons of sunflowers, 
but this was all fed up befare the first 
of the year, Some of the ensilage 
round the walls of the silo froze, and 
as it was more or less difficult to get

Later the weather became mild and 
caused the ensilage that was frozen to 
the walls to thaw out and fall to the 
floor of the silo, There was enough 
ensilage to feed the herd of over sev- 
enty head of cows fopa week, . Dur- 
ing that period the milk flow was no- 
ticed to increase per cow per day from 
two to two and a half pounds, which 
for the seventy cows amounted to a

Canada Will Mint Seven Million Nic- 
kels Next Year. 

If the resolution, notice of which 
was made in the house by Sir Henry 
Drayton, minister of finance, is pass- 
ed, Canada will shortly have a oew 
five-cent piece composed of pure nic- 
kel metal, It is proposed to have 
the coin weigh 70 graine and to make 
it the same size or very nearly the 
same size, as the new Canadian one- 
cent piece, 

The American five-cent piece which 
ig popularly called a “nickel” and is 
generally thought to be composed of 
the nickel metal, ig in reality only 25 
per cent. nickel and 75 per cent. base 
metal. 

As all Canadian metal money- 
pieces must have the same face the 
new piece will bear the familiar fea- 
tures of Liis Majesty and the words, 
“Georgius V Dei Gra Rex Et Ind. 
Imp." There may be some slight 
variation in the under side of the coin. 

If legislation is passed authorizing 
the minting of these new coina some 
7,000,000 would have to be run off 
in the firat year, This is about the 
average number of five-cent pieces is- 
sued yearly, Several reasons are ad- 
vanced in advocacy of the suggested 
piece. Nickel mines are at present 
very nearly at a standstill and al- 
though the metal required to make 
7,000,000 such coins as are suggested 
is not large, “every little bit helps” in 
making the wheels of industry go 
round, 

During the high price period of 
silver {t was found that the face 
value of the Canadian five and 25 cent 
picces was less than its intrinsic 
metal value. Consequently many 
coins were taken out of circulation by 
private people and melted down. 
Such legislation as is now asked for 
is intended to forestall any such 
repetition in the future,
